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Historical Sketch of the St. Patrick Parish 


In 1855 the Ihnois Central Railway reached Kankakee, 
Wiimois, This same year the establishment of a colony on the 


‘dnall of Kankakee was begun. It also marks the founding of 


the parish of St. Rose, of which Reverend Louis Cartuyels 
was the first pastor. For many years the parish of St. Rose 
embraced all of the territory, not only of the city, but of 
Goodrich, Pilot and Irwin, and the pastors from St. Rose 
attended these growing outlying districts until they could 
form parishes of their own. 


In 1874 when the German Catholics had become numer- 
ous enough they founded the Immaculate Conception parish, 


later called St. Mary parish. The first church burned, but 
was replaced with an appropriate building. 


In the month of August 18857 a meeting was held in the 
store of Mr: Richard Lavery. There were present at this 
meeting Joseph Cruise, Damel Lavery, Patrick Threhy, James 


Riley, Sr., Thomas Sweeney, William Powers, Richard Lavery 


and George Lavery. The purpose of this organization, as 
eiven out at this time, was ‘‘the spiritual, intellectual, and 
social improvement of its members.’? They decided to call 
themselves The Irish American Association. In April 1891 
the name was changed to the Catholic Columbian Association. 
All funds were transferred into the treasury of the new or- 
vunization amounting to $600, The aim and purpose of this 
organization seems to have been to obtain the appointment 


‘of an Enelish-speaking priest at St. Rose Church who should 


have the particular charge of the Irish parishioners.  How- 
ever, the veal object was to eventually establish an English- 
speaking parish. 


A committee was appomted im April 1891, which was . 
styled the ‘building committee.’’ It consisted of the follow- 
ing members of the association: William MeGallis, Edward J.

This com- 
mittee found a suitable location on the corner of Tndiana 
Avenue and Thickory Street in two lots belongme to Doctor 
A. S. Cutler. Doctor Cutler was, according to Miss Katherine 
Cruise? the daughter of Mr. Joseph Cruise , | . 


a very mehteous Baptist; and as Mdward Daylor 
Was a new comer here he was sent to interview the said 
Dir Cutler, who questionedswhat sort of a house he 
was to put ups He rephed,“ Well Doetor I tell you it 
will be a very good house ne 


Mr. Daylor told the man that the lots were to be used **for 
a hoine: for his Father.’’. The price to be paid for the lots 
was $2000 of which #1000 was to be a cash payment. David 
Lavery and James Dolan borrowed the needed $400 at. the 
bank on their own personal note. They secured a deed of 
the lots with a mortgage of a thousand dollars running for 
one year, Which was paid m AMareh 1892. 


Historical reeords® show that a priest was assigned to 
Kankakee in June 1892 mm the person of Reverend J.J. Darcey, 
a native of Wisconsin, who read the first Mass m the G. A. Rk. 
Hall on Kast Court Street, July 2, 1892. After this date the 
services were held in St. Joseph Half on West Court Street 
until the erection of the present st. Patrick church. The 
new parish was named St. Patrick by the Trish parishioners 
in honor of Treland’s patron Sait. The first baptism record 
ed in the records of the newly formed parish was that of 
John MeNally son of John McNally and Rose Anderson. It 
was administered by Father Darcy on July 1, 1892.: The 
‘first ‘marriage recorded was that of Ferdinand Meyers 
and Margaret Fairell on September 20, 1893.2 Mr. Florence 
Spillane, the hushand of Alvs. Alargaret Spillane; was the 
first person to be buried from the new church. The seatfold- 
ing was still up on the day of his funeral. He died May 11, 
1894 and was buried on May 14, 1894.

Mather Darcey continued as pastor of St. Patrick Church 
until his appomtment to the pastorate of St. Agatha’s Chureh 
in Chicago in January 1896. He was succeeded by Reverend 
William Hackett, a native of Waterford, Iveland.*® 


The Kankakee Gazette for December 24, 1897 gives the 
following account of the first midmeht Mass offered at St. 
Patriek Church: 


Christmas day at St. Patrick Church will be inaug- 
urated) by a. midnight Alass. At 5 o’clock and 8 o’clock 
morning Mass will be celebrated. At 10:30 Solemn Tigh 
Mass and a sermon. A beautiful new crib was placed in 
the Church yesterday. The altar decorations for Christ- 
nas are beautiful 


Although the country was passing through a serious 
business depression at this tuue Father Hackett, through the 
generous cfforts of the parishioners, was able to reduce 
the debt on the Church property.

In the year 1900 Father Hackett opened a mission at 
Bradley, which is the present St. Joseph parish. ‘This mission 
was attended from St. Patrick’s until 1904, when it was or- 
vanized into a separate parish. During this period Father 
Daniel Lanegan,” James A. Ryan and Matthew Hanley" 


successively assisted the pastor at St. Patrick. 


Reverend William Hackett died on Sunday, July 17, 1902. 
He was born at Mt. Mellerat, Iveland. Tle received his classi- 
cal education at the famous Mt. AMeleray Seminary and was 
ordained at St. John College, Waterford. He spent most of 
his early years at St. Pius Church m Chicago, where he. had 
au host of devoted friends. Later he was transferred to St. 
John Church in Chicago and the remarkable. fidehty with 
which he discharged his duties while in this mission convine-— 
ed the parishioners that he was a model disciple of the Master 
whose insignia he wore. In 1896, the late Archbishop Patrick 
A. Feehan realized his ability and promoted him to the pas- 
torate at St. Patrick Kankakee. 


The funeral services for Father Ilackett were held: in the 
parish church which he had served so well. Bishop Peter 
Muldoon, assisted by Fathers Lanegan and Granger, and a 
number of the clergy from out of the city, read the Mass 
and condueted the funeral service. 


The united choir of St. Rose, St. Patrick, St. Mary and 
Polish Churches sang the Mass. A special train over the Ilh- 
nois Central railroad left Kankakee at 1:09 p. m. on Tues- 
day, July.22, 1902, for Chicago where the remains were buried 
in Mt. Calvary cemetery. About 150 people accompanied the 
remains to ifs last resting place. 


Father Hackett was succeeded by Reverend T. J. Whalen. 
Rather Whalen was born in Chicago in 1866 and received his 
preparatory education in St. Ignatius academy. He then com- 
pleted his studies at St. Mary Semimary, Baltimore, Mary- 
land. He was ordained im 1889 and took a post graduate 
course in the Cathohe University at Washington, D. ©. In

Kather Whalen, besides being an educated and mghiy 
cultured priest, was a literary man. For a number of years 
he was associate editor of The New World which is published 
in Chicago. The Kankakee Republican’ describes him as

and in his obituary notice this same paper’® wrote 
. owing to the weak condition of Ins lungs, Mather 
Whalen had been allowed to wear whiskers. by a special 
dispensation 


Mather Whalen’s one ambition seemed to be to unite the 
members of his parish m a common bond of friendship. 


His funeral took place from St. Patrick Church on Mon- 
day, Novetnber 238, 1903, One hundred and fifty priests were 
present in the sanctuary imeluding Archbishop James Is. 
Quigley of Chicago. 


The Solemn Requiem Mass was sung by Father Mcelaugh- 
lin of Clinton, Iowa, an intimate friend of Father Whalen. 
Mather Dorney, of Chicago acted as deacon of the Mass. The 
united choirs of St. Patrick, St. Nose and St. Mary Church. 
sang. Misses Agnes O’Hara and Jewell Smith sang a duet 
“One Sweetly Solemn Thought.’’ <A quartet composed of 
Mrs. Plant, Miss Margaret Burns, 8. 8. Espenship and Jewell 
Smith also sang a rehgious hymn. The sermon was preached 
by Archbishop James E. Quigley. At 11:30 a. m. on Novem- 
bere23, 1903 the remanis were taken: to Chieaeo for inter- 
mentoim Mt. Calvary eenietery. 

On January 1, 1904? the Congregation of St. Bernard 
in Chicago, Illinois, voiced an unanimous and deep regret 
over the departure of Reverend J. P. Aylward. He had re- 
ceived his appointment to succeed Father T. J. Whalen as 
pastor of St. Patrick parish in Kankakee, Hlinois. During 
a comparatively short span of years, his leadership there had

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become supreme. Ths people’s faith im hin unquestioned. 
The Daily Sun?” wrote concerning him: 


He leaves St. Bernard’s parish with the best 
wishes of the entire congregation, and his untiring energy 
and zealous endeavor are sure to make him loved by his 

new flock 


Father Aylward was born in Nova Scotia at Halifax 
September 24, 1865. Tle was by nature and inclination a son 
of the Church and of such brilliant promise that his early 
training was entrusted to the faculty at the Great Seminary 
of St. Sulpice in Montreal, Canada. Ordained to the priest- 
hood in 1890 he served three years as assistant pastor of the 
Church of the Nativity, 387th Street and Union Avenue, Chi- 
cago, Hlimois. After which he was assigned to St. Bernard 
Church, Stewart Avenue and 66th Street, Mnelewood, Hlinots. 


In January 1904 Father Aylward issued a letter which 
reads as follows :?! 


My dear Parishioners:—I desire to render sincere 
thanks fo every member of the parish for whatever part 
you took in the Liquidating Fund, which was such a sue- 
cess. The handsome sum realized will be devoted solely

Mather Aylward lived to see the parish grow from 
seventy-two families, which was the number on record when 
he took charge of it, to one hundred and five families be- 
fore death called him on October 8, 1905. He had brought 
to St. Patrick’s a remarkable zeal and great disinterestedness 
of soul, One of his most ambitious dreains was a_ parochial

Father Aylward died suddenly during the mght of October

A new and promising chapter opencd in the history. of 
St. Patmek parish in Kankakee through the appointment of 
Reverend John T. Bennett to succeed his life-long and gifted 
friend, Father J. P: Aylward. The ecircumstatices surround- 
ing this were unique in. that it was the second time that 
Father Bennet had been appomted to a postion that had 
formerly been held by Father Aylward, 


Rather Bennett, who was later sent to St. Basil’s Church 
In Chicago where he is at present (1943) acting as pastor, 
is distantly connected with the Irish patriot, Robert Emimet:. 
His parents, John and Catherme (nee Healy) Bennett shared 
the pioneer’ life of Lee County. They witnessed and aided 
the march of civilization on its way to the western Frontier. 
Mather John Bennett was born in Auburn, Cayuga County, 
New York. He received his cducation im the public and 
parochial high schools of Auburn, New York. Next he took 
a course at Manhattan. College, New York City;: a year in 
the study of French at Three Rivers Canada and a vear at 
St. Viator College in Bourbonnais, Tlnois. A -final course 
of four years at St. Mary Seminary; Baltimore, Maryland, 
resulted in his ordination to the priesthood by Tis lexcelleney, 
Archbishop Patriak wo -Keehan. on ily Po, 1895: 


Soon after dis ordination Father Bennett was sent as 
assistant pastor of the Church of the Blessed Sacrament in 
Chicago suceeeding Kather Aylward with whom he thts 
became first associated. While at) Blessed Sacrament par- 
ish the work of Rather Beuneut was estensive and. vital in 
huportanee. Tt inehided: frequent visits to the John Worthy 
Reform School in whieh Warden Sloan found his help most 
effective in dealing with the delinquents.*4 Tere also he had 
charge of the Pavillon Small-pox Hospital which he visited 
almost daily for cight months during the epidemic of 18995, 
besides occasional visits to the Isolation Hospital and some 
evangelizing. among the workmen alone the drainage canal, 
then in the process of construction.

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Father Bennett remained at Blessed Sacrament parish in 
Chicago eight and one-half years when he was sent by his 
superiors to a larger field, St. Jarlath Church, where he re- 


mained ‘for four years. During two years of this interval 


he had charge of the Cathohe patients in the Cook County 
Hospital, the Detention Hospital and seven. larger hospitals 
of that neighborhood. 


He wrote several useful works including a Chureh guide 
to the city of Chicago, a devotional work on the Rosary and 
a series of pictorial sermons, all profusely illustrated. 


On October 17, 1905, the late Archbishop James Bk. Quig- 
ley appointed him to the pastorate of St. Patrick parish, 
Kankakee, Hlinois, which had been left vacant by the death 
ot hiseirnicnd ahevercuid.), MeaAyhvard. “Soon atter hiss ar 
rival in Kankakee Father Bennett wrote :°? 


Durme, my short stay at St. Viatcur’s’ J often .walk- 
ed the shady avenues of your city and thought how 
agrecable a place it-would be in which to live, but. it ts” 
with diffidence that [ accept the charge left vacant by 
my dear frend, Father Avlward., May that -friendship 
he my key to the affections of his bereaved parishioners! 


The ten and one-half) years Father Bennett spent as 
pastor of Kankakee saw an expansion realized which had 
been the dream of Mather Aylward. The Chureh and chureh 
property were rehabilitated; the well equipped St. Patrick 
erade school with kindergarten, playground and gymnasium 
hecaine a feahty. Ife also secured a convent for the Sisters 
of Loretto at the Foot of the Cross who were to teach an the 
grade school; and a rectory for the priests.

Very 
Pevenoacs, mt LOW HOLE Vena, yo: 1V, NCsiCent 7.0L mt Ite ot 
Viator college, delivered the sermon for the occasion it his 
usual eloquent manner. following lis sermon Father Bennett 
recited briefly the accomplishments of the parish. [fe also 
read the names of the donors to the school fund, a list— of 
whieh, with the parish. history, was written on sheep skin 
aud put into an imdestructible copper box. and enclosed in 
the corner stone. 
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The trowel with which the corner stone was laid was 
then’ blessed by Right Reverend, G. AL. Legris, D. D. This 
was a very pretty ceremony in itself. Monsignor Legris was 
assisted by Reverend J. P. Parker of Chebanse, Hlinois and 
Reverend A. Koytek, pastor of St. Stanislaus Church, MKan- 
kakee, Hlinois. The trowel of gold with an ivory handle, 
was the @ift of Mrs. Joseph Peschel, and was carried to the 
altar In a canopied receptacle borne by four little girls 
dressed in white and followed by twenty more girls also 
dressed in white and wearing white veils. 


At the completion of this service which had taken place 
in the parish church a procession formed and marched to 
the school, ~Whis was lead “by the altar beys; the first of 
whom carried a large crucifix, then came the little @irls in 
white, who were followed by the visiting clergy. 


When they arrived at the school, which was. decorated 
in American flags and small evergrecns, Monsignor Legris 
laid the stone and blessed it. Immediately following. the 
hlessing the procession again returned to the chureh for 
Solemn Benediction of the Most Blessed Sacrament. 


The school was formerly dedicated on June 7, The Ode*® 
for the Dedication which is appended here was written by 
Sister Mary Wilfrid, Lay Motte, 8. Le at-the request of Father 
Bennett. LaSalle and Ifennepin were made the central fig- 
ures at the request of Father Bennett who always felt. that 
Hennepin must have read Mass on-or near the site of Kan- 
kakee when he and LaSalle had stopped at Kankakee on 
their trips of -exploration :

In civic life Father Bennett was not slack, as the board 
of trustees of the Kankakee Pubhe Library will attest.27 He 
served as vice president and a most useful member of that 
body for five years or more. At the laying of the corner 
stone of the Court THouse he led the prayer and it was under 
his direction that the historie painting of [lennepin and La- 
Salle*? exploring the Kankakee river was suggested and exe- 
cuted, 


As a last testimonial of his zeal he left the beautiful 
bronze statue of St. Patrick which now occupies the pedestal 
over the portal of the St. Patrick grade school. 


Nearly one thousand people saw the unveiling of this 
statue. Hundreds of people had flocked into the parish 
chureh to attend the services: which preceded this ceremony 
and to hear the farewell sermon of -Kather John T. Bennett. 
The remaimder of the crowd had awaited the ceremony in 
the yard near. the school building. At 11:80 a.m. the ser- 
vices In the church were finished. The choir boys followed 
by Father Bennett marched from the church across the street 
to the front of the school building. The congregation follow- 
ed and massed itself closely around the priest, servers and 
the choir, in order to witness the brief ceremony which was

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to place the bronze statue of the beneficent apostle of the 
Irish race on its pedestal in front of the school which haa 
been the dream and the hope of many of the former pastors.

The bronze statue was from the ateher of the Pontifical 
Institute of Chiristian Art. At the unveiling a large America 
hae floated over the head of the image. At either end of the 
stone, upon which the statue stands, was the green flag of 
Ireland. In the: farewell remarks that Mather Bennett made 
that morning he expressed lis gratitude not only to the par- 
Ishioners Of St. Patrick Church, but to his neighbors of every 
class and color, including the various ministers of the local 
churches; the city press, the trade unions, whose members 
encourae@ed him so much im the work of building the schoo!, 
the merchants and ianufacturers, the city and county offi 
clals with whom he had labored in making Kankakee a bet- 
ter and a brighter place. To the medical fratermty in par- 
tivular, with whom he labored in charity work among the 
needy in various local institutions, he expressed especial 
eratitude, 

By way of concluding his remarks he recommended to 
his parishioners the welfare of the Sisters of Loretto at the 
Foot of the Cross and the splendid work he said they had 
aecomplshed im so short a time at the new gerade school,

The Chancery Office of the Archdiocese of Chicago an- 
nounced in April 1917 that Reverend John KF. Ryan had been 
appointed pastor of St. Bernard chureh in Chicago and that 
Reverend Henry M. Shea, pastor of the Holy amily churen, 
Chicago would replace him at St. Patrick in Kankakee, IIli- 
NOIS. 


This appointment brought Father Shea back to the city 
of his birth,’ His classical studies had been made at St. Viator 
College, Bourbonnais, Hlinois. Tis philosophical and theo- 
logical courses were made at St. Mary Seminary, Baltimore, 
Maryland. These were completed in 1898 and in that same

year he was ordaimed to the priesthood by Tis Eniminence, 
PaviiniecGibbous, Rather Shea's first vuracy- was. atcSt. 

He next served at Blessed 
Sacrament church aud acted as the assistant at the Chureh 
of St. Thomas, the Apostle in Chicago. In 1914 he was made 
pastor of Tfoly Family Church in North Chicago. It was 
under his direction that the Holy Family church, which was 
dedicated in May 1916, was built. 


During the seven years: Father Shea acted as pastor of 
St. Patmek church, Kankakee, a very important step toward 
the progress of the parish was taken, He remodeled the rec- 
tory in which he had been living making it a suitable convent 
for the imereasing community of Sisters of Loretto at the 
Moot of the Cross, who were teachine the children in the St. 
Patrick grade school, and who would teach in the new high 
school which he also built. He, himself, then moved into the 
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house which had been serving as the first convent for the 
Sisters of Loretto at the Foot of the. Cross. This oceupied 
the site of the present rectory. It was later moved away 
and the present rectory was moved over to the site which 
it then occupied. This was done after the mew convent at 
415 South Indiana Avenue, had been built and the Sisters

In the fall of 1922 Father Shea opened the parish high 
school. The new building was not as yet in readiness so the 
classes were conducted in Room Join the gerade school build- 
ine; and in what was at that time called the *’ Annex.’?-Fath- 
er Shea did not have the happiness of secine the first students 
eraduate from the high school which had been his most 
ambitious dream. Te received his appointment to St. Matthew

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Reverend Thomas E. Fitzpatrick, the first assistant to 
Father Berfgin, was appointed to suceced him in 1982. Rather 
Fitzpatrick was known to the parishioners of St. Patrick church 
long before he came to the parish as assistant priest in 193], 
He had been an outstanding athlete at St. Viator college 
during his student days and at the time had made many 
friends in the city of Kankakee. He set to work at the 
problem which confronted him with the determination of the 
athlete of yester-years and a confidence in God that showed 
the Faith of the man and the zeal of the priest. A very 
heavy debt rested on the parish. Father Fitzpatrick set to 
work to lhquidate this debt. In 1942 when his superiors 
transferred him to the pastorate of St. Viator church, Chi- 
cago, Hlinois, he left St. Patrick parish in Kankakee without 
a debt and with $31,926.22 on hand. 


During the years 1933-1940 many material improvements 
were made in the St. Patrick parish. A fund was started 
and completed for the purchase of knechne pads for the 
kneelers in the church, The liturgical altar was installed tn 
1988. 


St. Viator college in) Bourbonnais closed -its doors in 
1938 after many years of service in the cause of Catholic 
education. The vice president and dean of studies, Reveren: 
Richard J. French, C.S. V., was sent to act as first assistant 
to Father Fitzpatrick. In July 1938 Father Fitzpatrick was 
to suffer a heavy loss. But his loss and’ the loss of St. Pat- 
‘rick parish was to be the gain of the Cleries of St. Viator 
in the Province of the Umted States of America. .

The Very Reverend Richard J. French, ©C.S. V. was or- 


dained by His Hmminence Most Reverend George Cardinal 
Mundelein in 1921. He has a brother a priest, Reverend 
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Ronald French of South Beloit, Hhnois, and another brother, 
Reginald, who resides in Montreal, Canada. Father French 
succeeded the Very Reverend J. P. O’Mahoney, C.8.V., who 
acted as provincial of the Clerics of St. Viator in the Umited 
States of America for ten, years. 


In Kankakee, and especially in the parish of St. Patrick, 
Father French had endeared himself to the hearts of all who 
knew him. The Patrician®® states: 


.. He was all things to all men and certainly one 
of God’s gentlemen, Of him it can be said that he was 
one of nature’s noblemen, whose nobility bore the im- 
print ‘of God’s grace, At St. Patrick we shall miss 
him ... we shall remember Father French always as a

The Most Reverend Samuel A. Stritch appointed Rever- 
end James A. Lowney, C.8S. V., to succeed Father Fitzpatrick 
as pastor of St. Patrick church in July 1942. Father Lowney 
was born at Butte, Montana, in 1890, He pronounced his 
vows as a Cleric of St. Viator im 1907 and was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1917. He taught at Columbus. college, 
Chamberlain, South Dakota, from 1917 until 1922. From 
1921 until 1924 he acted as pastor of the St. James church 
in’ Chamberlain, South Dakota. -From 1924 until 1938, the 
year of the closing of St. Viator college, Bourbonnais, [Hhnois, 
he acted as professor of philosophy im this institution. = In 
19388 he was chosen as the delegate to the General Chapter 
of the Clerics of St. Viator which was held in Brussels, 
Belem. In 1938 he went as assistant. pastor at St. Robert 
Bellarmine church, Chicago, Ilimois, serving in this capacity 
until his appointment to St. Patrick parish.*8 


Mather Lowney knew that the University of Hlinois had 
notified the authorities at St. Patrick that unless the st. Pat- 
rick logh school building had some extraordinary recondition- 
inv during the summer of 1942 1 could not expect to hold 
its affiliation with that imstitution. He set to work at once 
with a zest and between the month of July and the month of 
September the interior of St. Patrick biegh school was com- 
pletely renovated.

One of the greatest ventures undertaken in the history of 
the St. Patrick parish was launched. by Father James A. 
Lowney on February 28 when he announced” his intention of 
publishing an accurate Instorical account of the St. Patrick 
parish by way of celebrating the Golden Jubilee of the parish. 
The cooperation of the parishioners and of those who were 
interested in St. Patrick parish have made this both possible 
and a reality. The account begins with the first Mass read 
in the St. Patrick Church in Mareh 1894 and it seems fitting 
that we conclude the historical account with the activities 
of the parish for Mareh 1943. 


The St. Patrick Party for March 17, 19438 held, as usual, 
an appeal for the people of Kankakee. If was sponsored by 
the Young People’s Club under the direction of Reverend 
Donald ©, Glynn, C.S. V., and the proceeds were used tor 


the decoration of the sanctuary in St. Patrick church. The 


decoration of the sanctuary was the initial step in the cele- 
bration of the Golden Jubilee of the parish as planned by the 
Reverend James A, Lowney. This was the first year the 
annual st. Patrick Day Party was sponsored by the Young 
People’s Club. Since this was the case there were many de 
fails which were unfamiliar to them, bat through the gener- 
ous cooperation and direction of the Holy Name Society and 
the Altar and MNosary Society the attendance at the party 
and dhe events of the evenine were very much of a success. 


Since the St. Patek church itself was made possible by 
the generous donations of the first churel committee, styled 
the **Building Committee’? it seems fittine that the last 
recorded event in the History of St. Patrick Parish from 1893 
until 1943 should be a list of donors. During the month of 
Mebruary Mr. James Quigley, a former student of St. Patrick 
School, visited the St. Patrick Library and seeimg the need 
of a new set of Americana Encylopedia he left the library 
and placed an order for a 1943 edition to be delivered to the 
school, In March the dome HMeonomics Division in the St.

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Historical Sketch of the Sisters of Loretto 
at the Foot of the Cross 


This Society, now well into the second century of its 
existence, owes ifs origm- to a victim of the French Revolu- 
tion, a Belgian pmest, Reverend Charles) Nerineckx. This 
truly wonderful man of God, surrounded by continual perils 
and tunable to see how lone the reheious subversion would 
last, began to think seriously of devoting himself to the mis- 
sions about 1800. While undecided where God wanted him 
to go he treard, im 1502; of .a letter said to. be written: by 
Mather Gouppl; ‘secretary to the Prince Bishop) of Liege. 
Later Father, Nerineckx learned that this letter was neither 
venue nor accurate: but if made clear to dam the need of 
Inissionary priests in the American wilds and prompted him 
to select America in preference to other fields of labor 


Bishop Carroll of Baltimore was happy to welcome Father 
Nermekx to the mission fields in America, The Belgian mis- 
slonary was forty-three years of age when he entered upon 
his missionary career, But he brought to it, with the ex- 
perienced slkall which twenty years of arduous ministry, 
spiritual direction and mental suffering had given him, a 
zeal characteristic of those who are interested in the cause 
of Christ, 


Reverend Stephen Theodore Badin was at that time, 
1805, the only resident priest in Kentucky. He needed help 
in his abandoned missions of Kentucky and Bishop Carroll 
reulizec that this rnezed pmest would be a treasure to the 
proto-priest of America. So to the wilds of Wentucky he sent 
the Belgian exile in 1805. 


Father Nerinekx was a.man far in advance of his times 
as is proved by the work which he accomplished. After a 
short tune he was convinced that it was not enough to build 
churches and to erect magnificent edifices to the honor and 
vlory of God. Realizing most keenly the need of Cathohe 
education for the children of his seattered congregation he

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held many carnest consultations with Father Badin, his’ co- 
worker, about the best means of securing the needed Cathole 
education. Like a sentinel upon the mountain he saw the 
world spread out before him; as a priest and as a teacher 
he studied it. He realized that to build up the Church in 
America and preserve the Faith in the hearts of the people, 
next in mnportance to bishops and priests came religious 
teachers. The repeated ery, ** Feed iny lambs, feed my sheep’? 
was forever ringing in lis ears. Though baffled in his first 
efforts to secure teachers, and perhaps, despondent at times, 
his trust in Divine Providence never wavered. [His serious con- 
sideration and earnest prayers were directed toward some 
Ineaus of supplying this great want. He soheited the prayers 
and sacrifices of lis frends that God would cast a spark 
the heart of some generous, self-sacrificing woman, setting 
it afire with the flame of Divine Charity, a charity that 
would prompt her to sacrifice herself for the souls of others, 
especially the souls of the children, 


Maryland, founded through Catholic zeal, was to furnish 
such a woman, The spark of Divine Love, for which Father 
Nerinckx had prayed and sacrificed, was cast into the heart 
of a ploneer girl—born in) America, reared in America and 
made strong by the rugeed foree of carly American pioneer 
hfe. Mary Rhodes was the name of her who offered neither 
gold nor other aatenial treasure: to her God, but offered 
Werseli fo, the service of Christ. Jesus and [hs Chiuneh. ~The 
Mire which had kindled in’ her: soul prompted her to go to 
the assistance of the great Kentucky Missionary and, request 
that she be permitted to extend the instruction she had al- 
ready begun for her ameces, in the home of her brother, to 
other children of the neighborhood. The request was freely 
ranted and. ina little cabin on a jill near Hardinis, Creek, 
Washington County, Kentueky, not far from the present St. 
Chaorkeés chiureh, was opened, April 2o0,. 1812, the first Catholic 
School in that vast region, When St. Francis began his life 
of lowliness, httle did he dream of the great army that would 
follow him in his severe way of evangelical poverty. So, too, 
little did) Mary Rhodes realize that the band of religious 
women who would call her Foundress and who were clothed 
on April 25, 1812, just one’ month before the great War of 
1812, would later spread, and become the pioneer teaching 
order of the West. 


Like the Star of Empire, so, too, did the star of Loretto 
move ever westward. Where the hunter blazed) the trai, 
where the western settler built his humble cabin by the banks 
of the Mississippi and on the Colorado mountain side, where

Never had she failed to give ear to the needy. The work in 
America must continue but Loretto knew, too, that she must 
not let this ery go unheeded. She must develop, in the widest 
sense, the missionary split which is the surest guarantee that 
the Spirit of Nerinckx is not dead and that the fire of Divine 
Charity cast into the heart of Mary Rhodes continues to burn 
bnightly. Accordingly) Reverend Mother Clarasine Walsh 
accepted the first Foreign Mission Field outside of the United 
States. Just one hundred years after Loretto’s first venture 
beyond Kentucky into the then unsettled territory of MAs- 
sourl, the Daughters of Mary Rhodes stretched forth. their 
hands to minister to a nation sitting in pagan darkness. In 
the all of 19238, following the Star of the Hast, an intrepid 
eroup of six Lorettines bade farewell to America. This time 
the mission was to Ilan Yane, Tpeh, China. Later a founda- 
tion Was made in Shanghai, China.

Webster College was founded im 1910, and was in- 
corporated under the Legislature of the State of Missouri, 
July 20, 1916 with the full power to confer degrees, It was 
formerly known as Loretto College. Webster College has 
the distinction of being the first Senior College for women 
under Cathohe auspices in Missouri. It was also the first 
of the. Cathohe Colleges in that section to be fully accredited 
by the North Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. It is on the list of standard colleges for the Nation-

The institution owes its beginning to the pioneer spirit of a 
sinall group of intrepid Sisters of Loretto at the Foot of the 
Cross who left the Motherhouse im IWentucky and trekked 
across the plains m 1852 to Santa Fe and later in 1864 from 
Santa Ke to Denver. , There in 1864 they opened the his- 
toric St. Mary academy, which still flourishes as a private 
school for girls. During the intervening years the Sisters 
of Loretto conducted) primary, intermediate and secondary 
schools in) Denver and elsewhere throughout the State of 
Colorado, founding in 1890 Loretto Heights academy which 
was closed in 1940. More recent members of the Society ac- 
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complished their crowning work in establishing Loretto 
Heights College for women to supply a further educational 
need for the Cathohe Church in Colorado. 


Loretto Heights is affihated with the Catholic University 
of America, Washington, D. C., and holds membership in the 
National Cathohe Hducation Association, It is accredited by 
the North Central Association of Colleges. and Secondary 
Schools as a degree-granting dnstitution ; it is registered by 
the University of the State of New York; it 1s approved for 
State Teachers’ Certificates by the Colorado State Depart- 
ment of Pubhe Instruetion and by the Texas State Depart- 
ment of Mducation. 


The chief objectives of Loretto Heights college are: To 
cultivate the mind and heart, to develop all that is best and 
to eradicate all that is faulty in character, while in no way 
interfering with the student’s individuality. To produce the 
true scholar—the true woman equipped for places of social 
leadership and for highest womanly service.
